AN ACT Relating to funding qualifying projects through the urban
corridor program of the transportation inprovenent board; anendi ng RCW
47. 26. 282; creating a new section; and maki ng an appropriation.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. The legislature finds that WAshington
state's quality of life is based on a nunber of factors, including a
strong econony, affordable housing, and appropriate infrastructure.
The legislature finds that existing funding levels are insufficient to
meet current and future demands for infrastructure, especially
infrastructure that is necessary to acconmodate new popul ati on grow h.
The legislature finds also that the transportation inprovenent board's
urban corridor program provides a nechanism to ensure that
infrastructure funding is directed to projects that are necessary to
accommodate growh. The legislature, therefore, intends to establish
requi renents pertaining to funding growh infrastructure projects from
the urban corridor program and dedicate funding to the transportation
i nprovenent board for grants to fund qualifying infrastructure prograns
that are consistent wth these requirenents.
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Sec. 2. RCWA47.26.282 and 2002 ¢ 189 s 5 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) I'n any project funded by the transportation inprovenent board,
except for projects in cities having a population of less than five
t housand persons, and in addition to any other itens required to be
considered by statute, the board also shall consider the |and use
inplications of the project, such as whether the prograns and projects:

((5)) (a) Support developnent in and revitalization of existing
downt owns;

((2)) (b) Inplement | ocal conprehensive plans for rural and urban
residential and nonresidential densities;

((3»)) (c) Have land use planning and regulations encouraging
conpact devel opnent for rural and urban residential and nonresidenti al
densities; and

((4))) (d) Pronote the use of multinodal transportation

(2)(a) In any project funded by the transportation inprovenent
board's urban corridor program the board nust consider, in addition to

any other considerations required by law, the following factors when
determ ning whether to nake grants to | ocal governnents to accommbdate
proj ected grow h:

(i) Wiether the project will inprove the mninuml|evels of service
on transportation facilities that will accommbdate planned growth. For
the purposes of this subsection, "mnimumlevels of service" neans an
"a" through "d" level of service on an "a" to "f" scale or other
generally accepted transportati on neasurenent scal e;

(ii) Wether the project wll enable the local governnent to
inplenent its conprehensive and capital facilities plans to acconmodate

proj ected popul ati on and enpl oynent growh; and

(iii) Wether the local governnent has sufficient quantities of
bui l dable land and devel opnent requlations to accombdate projected
popul ation and enpl oynent growh related to the project.

(b) I'n addition to the criteria in (a) of this subsection, the
board nust give preference to proposals from local governnents wth
adopted policies that:

(i) Provide or encourage the provision of housing for all econonic
segnents of the community;

(ii) Ensure that |land use regulations will not result in a net |oss

of housi ng capacity; and
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(iii) Provide receiving zones for the transfer of devel opnent
rights.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. The sum of twenty mllion dollars, or as
much thereof as nmay be necessary, is appropriated for the biennium
endi ng June 30, 2009, fromthe state notor vehicle fund to the urban
arterial trust account for the purposes of this act.
